upon the books of Evans & Co., govern- 
ment contractor* at Manila, as the re- 
cipient of $1000, was $2000 short in his 
accounts. 
Continuing, Schindler tes- 


tified that those having profitable con- 
tracts with the government were asked 
to assist iu making good Major Davis' 
deficiency. 
Scbiudler gave Captain 


Reed $1050, which was 2V° percent 
commission oil the cigars sold to the 
commissary department during the 
time that Major Davis was post com- 
missary at Manila. 


An officer named Franklin, who was 


assistant commissary, testified to thu 
effect that on March 18. and following 
the direction of a superior officer, he ob- 
tained $1000 form Major Davis and paid 
this money over to Schindler. 


Inspector General Garlmgton testified 


that during the preliminary investiga- 
tion of the commissary scandals Cap- 
tain Reed admitted having recovered 
money from Schindler and others and 
gave as an excuse that the money so 
recovered was intended to cover Major 
Davis' beef shortage. 


Lieutenant Townley of Ihe navy, at 


pre<*eut superintendent of the Manila 
nautical school, testified that as tiie 
result of a conference with Captain 
Eeed he went to see Castle Bros., con- 
tractors, vvho supply the commissary 
department with vegetables, etc., and 
wanted them to give Captain Reed 
§2000 and 10 percent commission on all 
sales. 
Castle Bros, demurred to this 


proposition. Lieutenant Townley again 
went to Castle Bros, and this time only 
asked them for $2000. 
Castle Bros, 


were reluctant to hand over this sum, 
and Lieutenant Towuley explained that <

Expeditiom Sent Oat by the Naval 


Observatory Preparing For TVorli. 
TTttnogt Cxtent PoaBible of the 
foam, to Be FliotOBirepheA *M Well 
a.* iBtramercttrial Planet*. 
The expedition sent out by the Unit- 


ed States naval observatory at Wash- 
ington to observe the total ecjipse of 
the sun on May 17 has arrived at Pa- 
dang, on the west coast of Sumatra, 
writes a New York Times foreign 
correspondent under the date of March 
21. The expedition is in charge of 
Professor A. N. Skinner of the United 


i States navy and comprises six astron- 
| omers and assistants from the naval 
observatory and five scientists from 
other institutions, who will assist in 
the astropbysical work. Among the 
latter are Professor Barnard of the' 
Yerkes observatory aufi Dr. S. A. 
Mitchell of Columbia university. As- 
sociated with this expedition is a sep- 
arate party from the Smithsonian in- 
stitution. 


From Padang the party will travel 


inland by the cog railroad over the 
Barison mountains to the path of the 
eclipse. This is the largest and best 
equipped expedition which has ever 
gone so great a distance to observe an 
eclipse. The extensive preparations are 
justified by the fact that the duration 
of totality, seven minutes, will be 
greater than at any modern eclipse. 
Owing to this fact the atmosphere will 
be unusually dark, and there is an 
excellent o-^|x>rtunity offered for the 
solution of Certain problems. The ex- 
pedition is equipped with the usual 
varieties of cameras cincl spectroscopes 
for photographing the corona and chro- 
mosphere and the spectra of both and 
In addition the Rowland gratings, 
which were used with such success 
last year. 


These gratings are polished surfaces 


with fine parallel lines ruled on them, 
15,000 to the inch. The largest grating 
ever made was ruled for the work at 
Fort de Kock, seven miles from the 
northern edge of the shadow. 
This 


grating has 120,000 lines ruled on a 
space 3% by 8 Itches. A small ob- 
servatory will be situated at Fort de 
Kock for observations on the lower 
layers of the chromosphere. The dura- 
tion of totality will be only 2 minutes 
and 40 seconds, but the moon will 
pass a little to one side of the center 
of tbe sun and so will leave the chro- 
mosphere exposed on the opposite side 
for a longer time than on tbe central 
line. 


Another email patty will be located 


on tbe central line, but tbe difficulties 
of travel are so great that the principal 
station will be at Solok, in the Padang 
highlands, a point on the railroad near- 
est the center line. Tbe duration of 
totality will be 5 minutes and 51 sec- 
gnds, .which is sufficiently great for 


the longest exposures needed. At So- 
lok will be located the principal grat- 
ings, prismatic cameras and photo- 
graphic cameras. 


Professor Barnard will use the great 


horizontal telescope, 61 feet focal 
length, which be used last year in 
Wadesborough, N. C.. This telescope 
uses a photographic plate 40 by 40 
Inches in eize and gives an image of 
the sun seven inches in diameter and 
images of tbe prominences and corona 
on tbe same scale. On these plates 
may be found any small bodies revolv- 
ing near the sun. There is reason to 
believe that such intramercurial plan- 
ets exist, and Mr. Abbot of the Smith- 
sonian institution has brought cam- 
eras designed especially to photograph 
them if they are large enough to be 
photographed. 
Specially 
prepared 


plates will be used to photograph the 
utmost extent possible of the corona, 
and this will be traced with a special 
visual polariscope. 
Observations will 


also be made on the polarization of the 
atmosphere which was observed last 
year in Algeria to change suddenly at 
the moment of totality. 


Photographs of the corona at oppo- 


site ends of the sun's equator will be 
taken for

Hew Naval Gatt Teited. 


The first of the new type of five inch 


naval guns designed for cruiser* of the 
Denver class was tested at the Indian 
Head proving ground the other day 
with satisfactory results, says a Wash- 
ington dispatch. A projectile weighing 
60 pounds was fired with a powder 
charge of 20 pounds. The muzzle ve- 
locity reached the exceptionally high 
figure of 2,990 feet a second, showing a 
muzzle energy of 3,724 foot tons. This 
is G5 per cent more muzzle energy than 
guns of the same type have made here- 
tofore. It is sufficient to pierce seven 
inches of Krupp armor at the muzzle 
and five inches of Krupp armor at 2,000 
yards.

AMERICANIZING MEXICO. 


Rapid Strides In Progre»« Mad* t»y 


the Southern Republic. 


Former Secretary of State John W. 


Foster, who lias been In Mexico for 
several mouths, reports, according to 
a Washington dispatch to the St. Louis. 
Globe-Democrat, that the railroad sys- 
tem in that country has been extend- 
ed and notably improved in the last 
ten years. The .commerce of the coun- 
try has increased wonderfully. 


"There Is a large amount of Ameri- 


can capital invested in Mexico,'' said 
Mr. Foster. "While I was there I met 
numbers of Americans who were 
agents of corporations and syndicates 
orgaui&ed iu various pai'U of the L'uit- 
*d States with a view to placing mon- 
ey in Mexico. The enterprises that at- 
tract the capital arc chiefly mining and 
agriculture. 
A number of American 


companies are engaged in the culture 
of coffee on a large scale, the cultiva- 
tion of the rubber tree has assumed 
considerable proportions, and Ameri- 
can colonies are springing up in dif- 
ferent parts of the republic. 


"In the City of Mexico there is a 


newly organized American bank, an 
American club, together with other ad- 
juncts of our social order, such as wo- 
men's clubs, golf links, etc. The City 
of Mexico has greatly improved its 
sewage system, is laying asphalt pave- 
ments In the streets and Is extending 
Its limits. 
The architecture of the 


place is improving along .American 
lines, especially the residences in the 
•western portion of the city. The whole 
country has an air of prosperity such 
as I'have never seen before in Mexico. 
These improvements are due in great 
meastare to President Diaz, who for 
25 years has been able to preserve 
peace and give security to capital and 
confidence to the business interests of 
UM country.;'
